THE FATE OF THE BALLOONISTS. 
THE LATEST FACTS AND RUMORS. 

Moment by moment, minutes lengthen into 
hours, houre into days, and the days are hurry- 
ing rapidly onward to complete the week, and 
yet no tidings are heard from the missing 
balloonists, Where they are, dead or alive, is a 
matter of the merest conjecture. It cannot be 
said that they are dead until some definite in- 
formation to that effect is made known. There 
have: been so many hair-breadth escapes and 
withal so many fatal accidents from balloon 
ascensions that one hardly knows which side of 
the case looks most probable. When one reads 
such escapes as that made by 

ME. HADDOCK AND PROF. DE LA MOUNTAIN, 
where the saeronauts landed in an immense 
forest in Canada, and were not heard of for two 
weeks, it seems hard to refuse Messrs. Donald- 
son and Grimwood the same chances and hopes 
of survival that Mesers. Haddock and De Ia 
Mountain proved possible, and even probable, 
under conditions of the atmosphere not at all 
dissimilar to those on the fatal night, 
if such it may de called. They 
were supposed to have been provided 
with inflated life-preserving vests, and if they 
were dropped into the lake from no grest alti- 
tude they might have survived the storm. Pos- 
sibilities in this direction seemed stretched the 
farthest possible limit by the recovery of a boy 
who had floated for fifty hours in the lake sup- 
ported by a mere board, an account of which 
was published in yesterday's Taizuns. 

Here again it may be found impossible by 
many to give the ballooniste up for lost, when 
such a miraculous occurrence transpires under 
precisely the same oi cumstanoes, the fierce 
squall included. The seronauts, if provided 
with these vesta, were infinitely more safe in the 
water than was this unfortunate boy on his 
plank. But the chances for any euch survival 
are 
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INFINITELY SMALL, 
and the chances that they are deep in Lake 
Michigan are as ry greater in ion. 
The bailoon carried pounds of sand, an 
amount suffi¢ient to give the seronaut a large 
control of his balloon, so far as altitude was con- 
eerned. The barometer was exceedingly low 
shortly after the time that the balloon started 
from the earth, lower, in fact, than it bas been 
for a long time in this city, ss is instanced b 
the United States Signal Office returns. T 
indicated an unusually heavy atmosphere, under 
which circumstances the balloon would bave

Kauffmao stated that the wind on Friday morn- 
ing at thirty minutes after 12 o'clock, when the 
gale sprung up, was blewing at the rate of 32 
miles an hour. The probabilities for the twen- 
tv-four hours beginning at 1 o'clock Thursday 
morning showed: For the Lake Region a fall- 
ing barometer, southeast to southwest winds, 
warm aod increasingly cloudy weather, and rain 


Maj. Kauffman took an observation just be- 
fore the storm began, and also tested the ve- 
locity of the wind when the gale began. 

In answer to inquiries, he stated that the wind 
often blew on Mt. Washington and Pike's Peak 
at the rate of 40 miles an hour, and 90 miles was 
the greatest velocity. The speed of a hurricane 
is 80 and 100 miles an hour. The wind on the 
lake the night the balloon went up would prob- 


ably reach 
40 MILES AN HOUR, 
as it had less resietance than on shore. The in- 
dications published on Thursday mordiog and 
afiernoon, previous to the balloon ascension, 
should have been examined, and would hive 
been by most aeronauts before a voyage was 
made. Donaldson. it seems, 
TOOK NO NOTICE OF THEM. 

From the above observations some deduoc- 
tions bave been made. It is variously est:- 
mated that Lake Michigan is from 50 to 80 miles 
wide on the average, and on that basis the cal- 
culations following are made: The distance 
traveled by the balloon, in the event of 
its continuing a direct flight, would be 
96 miles, if aspeed of 32 miles an hour was 
reached, between 4:30 and 7:30 p. m., when dark- 
ness came on. The gale came on at 12:30 a. m. 
Friday mornipg, and therefore eight hours 
would have elapsed between the hour of the as- 
cension and that time.

NO NEWS AT GRAND HAVEN. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago d ribune, 

Granp Haven, Mich., July 19.—Deep and gen- 
eral interest is now being manifested in the fate 
of the reported uofortuvate balioonists, and the 
doubt entertained at first as to their loss is now 
followed by a feeling that they were indeed lost, 
as no one believes they could have escaped the 
squall. Their loss is the principal topic of m- 
terest. Although a general lookout in all di- 
rections has been kept — and inquiries made of 
passing vessels, nothing in the way of informa- 
tion concerning the oonists can be obtained. 

A DOUBTFUL REPORT. 

Derrorr, July 19.—A special to the Free 
Press from Kalamazoo says that emploves on 
the Kalamazoo & South Haven Railway train 
this afternoon bring in the report that Prof. 
Donaldson slighted between South Haven and 
Saugatuck on Sunday in an exbausted condition, 
and that medical aid had been sent him from 
South Haven.

DISCUSSION OF THE PROBABILITIES. 
A SCIENTIFIC THEORY. 


Much confusion has all along existed in the 
public mind as to the probable foree and effect 


of the wind upon the balloon, and the annexed 


statement of facts and figures, obtained from 
Prof. Elias Colbert, will be found of interest: 
There was really as much hope on Friday that 
the acronauts had made a successful voyage, 
as there ie now. The circumstances were 
so strongly against them that there 
Was no reasonable prospect of their 
return to Chicago. It is well known 
that balloons have traveled at the rate of 
75 miles an hour safely, but that could not bave 
been the case in the present instance, and for 
the reason that the balloon traveled so slosly 
that the aeronauts were unable to get across the 
lake before they were struck by the storm. 
HOW FAST IT TRAVELED. 
The velocity of the surface wind at Chicago 
at 4 o'clock was 10 miles per hour towards tne 
portheast. At 9 o'clock it was 12 miles

This 
proves thet the direction of the air currents 
must have changed in the direction indicated by 
the dotted line in the diagram—that is, that 
posite to Racioe the course would be nearly 
northeast, and beyond that place the path would 
curve more eastward. The distance on that line 
from Chicago to Grand Haven is fully 110 m.les, 
which, at 15 miles per bour, would require more 
than seven hours to traverse it. 

WHERE IT MET THE STORM, 

The storm which struck Obicago about mid- 
night must have beea felt in the middie of the 
lake earlier than with us. It came from the 
north, or probably from northwest by north. 
striking Chicago from the northeast, and blow- 
ing at the rate of 30 miles per hour. It seems 
impossible, therefore. that the balloon could 
have reached the eas ern edge of the lake before 
its path was crossed by the storm, and, if not 
instantly ripped in p it must have been 
seized by the blast and thrown back, as it were, 
upon its former track, moving [owards the head 
of the lake, if not towards its western shore. 

THE FIRST DIP INTO THE LAKE. 

The statement made by the oflicers of the 
Little Guide, which reached Chicago on Satur- 
day, was supposed to be trustworthy, aod there 
would seem to be no good reason to distrust it 
now—notwithstandiog the reports that the bal- 
loon was seem from this city about 7 o'clock in 
the evening ata height of (say) 3.000 feet, 
and considerably further to the south 
than Grosse Point. According to 
their statement the balloou was 
very near the water, and seems to have been 
dragging in the water; then to bave shot up toa 
age height, which could only have been caused 

y the release of a considerable weight f om the 
car, if not the detachment of the car itself from 
the bag of gas. 

WHY IT LOST “TS BUOYANCY. 

There is no trouble in understanding the reason 
why the balloon should have lost. ite buovant 
power so soon after leaving the city, even with- 
out the occurrence of an accidental rent, to which 
a baloon is at all times liable. It bad 
deen filled for the ascension of the previous day 
and left standing for several hours after its re- 
turn, and then refilled. It is not true, as bas 
been stated, that the gas will decompose into 
atmospheric air when allowed to stand; but it 
does gain a mixture of air by standing, by means 
of the process familiarly known to thé medical 
fraternity as endosmosis and exosmosis. Even 
ifthe mouth of the balloon were closed, and 
the material unbroken, the carburetted 
hydrogen within would work outwards into 
the air, and the air from without move in to 
take its place. The process may be easily illus- 
traced in either gases or liqurds by separating 
two fluids of the same or different densities by 
a diaphragm of animal tiesue or thinly-sliced 
vegetable matter. That beimg the case, the gas 
within the balloon would lose much of its buoy- 
ant power, and be the soomper exhansted, b 
many hours, than if it had set off with a fr 
supply of carburetted hydrogen from the mains. 

iT COULD NOT REACH LAND, 

While there is no doubt that such afresh supply 
would have sufficed to carry the balivon over the 
lake (unless it previously met the storm) and 
far into the pineries of Michigan, as has been 
suggested by several, it does not seem hkely 
that the balloon, as it left Chicago, was able to 
carry the voyagers over that lengthened track ; 
aod that fact would seem to bave been under- 
stood very well by Donaldson when he insisted 
upon carrying only one companion instead of 
throwing out an equal weight of ihe sand car- 
ried as ballast. 

EFFECTS OF A FLASH OF LIGHTNING. 

The question has several times been asked, 
What would be the effect if the balloon were 
struck by lightning ; wouid it set the balloon on 
fire? If the balloon had been filled only with 
illuminating gas it could not be combusted dy a 
flash of lightning, because the act of burnmg 
requires the combination of two substances, 
which im this case would be two gases. The bal- 
loon. however, being partially filled with atmoe- 
pheric air, which contains oxygen, intimately 
mingled mechanically with the carburetted 
hydrogen, the effect of an electric flash 
might be to raise the two to such 
a temperature that portions of the two gases 
would instantly combine by the process known 
as combustion, and set the gas and its envelope 
in a flame. This is only a bility, but not a 
remote one by any means. It is well enough to 
know that such an end to the trip coudd occur 
during a storm. 

rHE MOST PROBABLE END 

of the excursionists would be, however, this: 
The car dragging in the water would be filled; 
and the least expert of the voyagers swept 
out first, as suggested in last Saturday's 
Taisung. Released from bis weight, the balloon 
would shoot up into the air again and hover 
above the water till it encountered the storm. 
Continuing to lose its buoyant power, it was 
probably near the lake again at the time it met 
the blast, High up it might have ridden over 
the storm in safety, bus bear the water it was 
continually beaten down by the blast, as the 
friction of the water caused the wind which 
struck the base of the balloon to travel less 
rapidly than the wind which struck it 
at the top. The consequence of this 
would be a continuous rolling over of the 
dall oon from the top downwards, a twisting up- 
wards of the car, a rapid contraction and dila- 
tion of the sides of the balloon in different 
directions, causing a strain which it could not 
long resist ; aod even if the frail structure were 
superior to this, it must ultimately meet the 
water, when the lowest side, striking the com- 

aratively hard liquid, would burst open with a 

uge rent and lea.e the unwieldy monster a col- 
lapsed mass of rubbish on the surface. 

NEWS FROM THE WRECK. 

The accounts brought in by the three vessels, 
reports of which were published yesterday morn- 
ing, caused some little confusion in the attempt 
to reconcile them, though they point with 
singular upavimity to the conclusion that the 
balloon was wrecked on Lake Michigan.

THE ST. LOUIS SUITS.

aod pleaded not guilty. Their bail was fixed at 
$5,000 each, to be given to-morrow.

Ufriek, three indicimenta, pleaded not guilty, 
and was held on his personal recognizance for 
$1,000 in each case ; uard Foster, Dietrich 
& West. aod William Huncke, same plea, and 
each entered into a personal recognizance of 
$5,000; Louis Kellernan, same plea, held on 

rsonal recognizance of $1,000; Barrett H. 

ogelke and John L. Bernecker, same plea, and 
each gave personal recognizance of $5,000. 

An ivteresting question arose this morning as 
to whether the accused parties were entitled to 
know who were the witnesses against them. 
Judge Krum, of counsel for the defense, insist- 
ed that parties indicted by the Grand Jury were 
of right entitled to know, and that the Lames 
of such witnesses should be indorsed on the 
back of the indictment. They had a right to 
know at the outset the names of witnesses upon 
whose testimony the indictments were found.

Wasuinoron, D. O., July 19.—A system of 
checks designed to meet the methods of fraud 
lately discovered through the whisky exposures 
have at last beep perfected and put in operation 
in the office of Internal Revenue. A force of 
fifteen or — nen clerks is daily engaged in 
entering and recording every package which 
leaves any distillery in the United States. The 
records are made up from entries made by Store- 


‘keepers upon what are known as withdrawal 


poems. As fast as any packages are dumped 
o numbers are checked off from the duping 
papers against the numbers already entered in 
the records here, and this improvement 
will invamably show every case of duplica- 
tion. To insure the success of this method 
every Oollector is required to send monthly a 
transcript of tbe books of all distillera, r 
ers, and wholesale dealers, thus making it pos- 
sible ty trace every package of liquor from dis- 
tiller to consumer. These ts are then 
compared with the original here, and, 
if the liquor is found circulating in the country 
after the date of tnis dumping, it is thus expos. 
ed as fraudulent. All of these transcripts are 
then compared one with another for the pur- 
of i false entries.

One of the men who had been fired on, and 
whose fate was still unkeown, was a brother of 
Young-Man-Afraid-of-His-Horses, the heredi- 
tary Chief of the Ogallailas. We saw huodreds* 
of dashing braves cavorting about the prairie in 
squscrons of 40 or 60 ; and-imally they all ral- 
lied around the young Chief, who rode in their 
midst. They were. mounted od the. spry little 
Indiafi ponies common to all the tribes, and all 
well-armed,-—generally with Winchester sixteen- 
shvoting rifies. Perhaps it would not be quite 
fair to say that they are better armed than the 
troops; for, although the needle-gun that the 
Soldiers carry only shoots once without

reloading, «a cartridge is very easily 
put in at the breech, and the 
gun seldom gets out of order. 


Gen. Bradly, commanding at Fort Laramie, 
lately told me that be thought the needle-gun.

But there can. be no 
doubt that the Sioux could furnish ten fighting 
men, on ap hour’s notice, to every soldier now 
ii the Indian country.

Proposed Introduction into the State, of 
| Alfalfa Grass. 


Lawrence, Kan:,; July 17.—A small party of 
TIE-QUTTERS 
recently came up from the Indian Territory, 
where they have been engaged for several 


lands, getting out ties for one of our north-and- 
south lines of railway. The story of their trials 
and tribulations is indeed sombre: Smal! con- 
tracts or jobs are taken, pot directly from the 
railroad company, but from extensive operators 
who have secured almost exclusive’ control of 
the business. The price paid per tie is 30 cents, 
but from this sum several deductions are to be 
made. Fisecents goes to thecowner of the 
land. and 5.cents to the,Goverament. Then, in 


“cull” or throw outa large proportion at the 
cutters’ expense...Supplies.and provisions are 
obtainable only from coptractors’ agents, and at 
their own prices. The physical “ wear and tear” 
is very great; and, all things considered, there 
can be little doubt but that the dismal stories 
told are true, and the whole business one to be 
let alone until a radical reformation is made by 
companies and contractors. . .

FOUR HORSE-THIEVES AND SIX BUFFALO-HUNTERS 
were brought into Wichita from the Indian Ter- 
ritory, where they had been captured by Deputy 
United States Marshal “Williams. The four 
thieves are named, respectively, Deitrich, Jones, 
Taylor, and D. Campbell, generally known as 
Prairie-Dog Dave, or the Phantom gf Adobe- 
Walls. Campbell is a character of the rarest 
type, and his companions are border celebrities. 
They were captured about 50 miles from the 
Cheyenne Agency, and had, when taken, about 
twenty head of horses belonging to White 
Beard, a Caddo Chief. The buffalo-hunters 
were taken while in the midst of a chase, by a 
party of soldiers and Cheyennes. United States 
District-Attorney Peck has begun prosecution, 
and the whole ten culprits will doubtless be con- 
victed. .

soil and climate, And I. may here re- 
mark, with all propriety, tbat: the grass ques- 
tion is one of immeasurable interest to Kansas 
farmers. It requires but slight observation to 
teach the most igvorant that in our capability for 
all kinds of stock-raising is to be found a pro- 
portionate source of our future wealth and pros- 
— Now, so long as the calamities of 

ught, grasshoppers, and other unlooked-for 
agencies ate able to deprive us of ** pastures 
green” ia summer and sufficient hay in winter, 
just so long must stock-raising in Kansas prove, 
a: best, a very venturesote business. One thing 
I believe is settled, viz, : that some sort of grasa, 
diffevent from any now common, is an absolute 
necessity in Kansas. And it is this very fact 
which leads to the effort before spoken of in be- 
alf of*Atfalfa. . 

This grass belongs to the botanical: order 
Leguminesa, ws common with our several 
varieties ot clover. It is a native of Southern 
Asia, but may now be found in many parts of 
the world. On this continent it grows almost 
exclusively on the Pacific slope, and there 
principally in South America. The Hon C. A. 
Logad, of the United States Legation to Chili, 
writing from Santiago toa paper of this State, 
describes quite minutely the peculiarities of 
Alfaifa as observed by himself throtigh means 
f considerable South American travel. 
He speaks of its wonderful tenacity of 
life, exhibited. under all . conditions of 
beat and cold, of the fine flavor whieh South 
Americans. believe itimparte to beef, and of its 
peculiar qualifications for struggle with 
drought. Nodivining rod or witch's stick ever 
sought water with more avidity than the Alfalfa 
root.“ and then is mentioned: the circumstance 
of bis having seen roots 15 feet in length, thick- 
ly and with close standing foliage above. 
He says, further, that “In Chi i, cate may 
be turned upon a field of Alfalfa until the 
ubave eaten it as bare as a rock in mid- 
ocean, when, if they de wi , 
and water let on, ope mav sit down and almost 
gee the grass grow.“ Alfalfa is perfeetiy suited 
to Kansas soil,—objecting, as it does, to nothi 
but clay and such like de Seed in Sout 
America and Califarnia is procurable at from 3 
according to quality and 
exemption from foreign material.

The Material Makes a Still Worse Showing | 


under the Frost Test, 


CHEMICAL TESTS. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicaco Tribune. 
Wasutxaton, D. C., July 19.—An utiofficial 
test was made to-day by nine Government 
chemists te ascertain whether’ petroleum is 
present in the Buena Vista stone. The sample 
taken was furnished by Mueller. A few frag- 


ments of the stone were chipped from the biock 


and placed in a glass syphon-tube. The stone 
was then melted, the syphon-tube being heated 
pearly. red hot. The first indication of the 
presence of petroleum in the stone was per- 
ceptible at the aperture of the tube. in a few 
seconds a volume of smoke began to escape 
from the stone, passing up the tube, and in 6 
few moments afterwards tbe oil in 
THE STONE CAUGHT FIRE. 
and rapidly burned. ‘This burning continued for 
„ short time, and left behind in the residuum 
calcined stone a very perceptible trace of pe- 
traleum oil. The amount of stone used for this 
experiment was no more than could have been 
placed when powdered in a small teaspoon, yet 
the quantity of oil was very observable. This 
test was not official, but it very closely resembles 
in its results an efficial test which has been re- 
ported to the Secretary of the Treasury, :

— GALLONS OF PETROLEUM TO THE TON. 
There bave been altogether four official revorts 
of chemists as to the Buena Vista stone. Taese 
reports have been made by Drs, Gall and Mew, 
formerly of the Smithsonian, and by Prof. Silli- 
man, Ir. The report by br. Gall and 
the first report by Dr. Mew were 
made at the instance of .Mullett, at 
the time the omgipal contract for the 
Buena Vista stone was let. The report of Mew 
which was adverse to the stone, r 
that it contained petroleum, and 
HAD NOT SUFFICIENT COHESIVE POwBR 
to resist the necessary pressure. Mew was then 
a junior chemist, aud his report was not adopt- 
ed. The report of Dr. Gall, who was senior 
chemist, was favorable to the stone, and waa 
adopted by Mullett. The tests of these two 
chemists were made with the same three speci- 
mens. The two reports which have been made 
since the recent investigation began have been 
made by Mewead bv Silliman, Jr. Their de- 
tai's are not known, but the following is believ- 
ed to be a breef outline of 
Nu OF THE £ROS?P TESTS: : 
In order to ascertain the effect which frost 
will produce upon a given piece of stone, a m- 
ple cube is suspended by threads in a saturated 
solution of sada at a tempefature of from 140° 
to 160°, Fabrenheit. The stone remains 
hanging in the solution for about one hour. The 
abworptive capacity of the Buena Vista stone is 
mach less than that of ordinary . sandstone. 
Some of these will take up one-seventh of their 
own weight, but the Buena ista stone will ab- 
sorb but one-thirty-fifth of ite. weight. The 
Buena Vista, stone consequently should suffer 
much less from the action of the frost than the 
other stone. After the stone bas remained for 
an hour in this solution it is taken out and al- 
lowed to drip until all of the moisture ofthe out- 
side is removed. It is so left for about éwenty- 
four hours: It is then placed for, about three- 
quarters of an hour in a 
COLD SOLUTION OF SULPHATS OF SODA. 
It is then removed, abd the action of the soda 
awaited. In the official frost test which was 
made there appeared on the fifth day a bulging. 
or blister on each of the faces of the cubes 
Scates commenced immediately to drop off, 
showing an extensive disintegration of the com- 
ponent elements of the stone. On the sucesed- 
ing dayarotner blister made its appearance, 
and other blisters were subsequently developed. 
This process continued until the test conelusive- 
ly showed that the stone, as left by the — 
process, is entirely unfit for une. The t 
however, admits that this test was a much se- 
yerer one than any one to which tus building 
stone could ordinarily be subjected in the regu- 
lar course of Nature. The cube. which was 
tested was selected by Mueller himself, and was 
of the very finest quality. Its after 
this test conclusively showed to toe most super- 
ficial observer that the stone is ruined for any 
purposes of building. Is 
YIELDED EVERYWHERE. TO PRESSURE, 
and the entire cube could be destroyed by 
it of with the fingers. The stone resemb! 
sawdust compacted with some giutinous sub- 


stance. Its resisting and cohesive was 
entirely gone. These two tests, whi were 
from the best of specimens, and made, 
ecem to have conciusively shown what Gov- 


ernment Commission claimed to be fact, that the 
stone could not resist the tests of frost, and that 
it is strengly impreguated with petroleum.

DEBT AND TAXES. 


To the Editor af The Chicago Tribune: 

Cmoaco, July 17.—There recently appeared 
in the columns of Tae Dx Trrsunz an inter- 
esting comparison of the municipal debts of 
Great Britain with those of leading American 
cities; which comparison, it must be confessed, 
was not very flattering to the specially American 
system of city-goyercning. It, perhaps, may be 
a pardonable provocation in those who pay. to 
seek consolation in the spectacle of a people as 
badly off or as badly imposed upon as them- 
selves, if not in this, at least in other matters. 
A survey of both the aggregate amount and the 
nature of taxes for Govenment purposes as- 
sessed upon our British brethren would give us 
this consolation, I think. There are many 


causes which should enable an old, flourishing, 


manufacturing country. like Great Britain, to 
secure the minimum of taxable burden upon her 
people, — such, for instance, as her dense popu- 
lation; the very emall limits of country 
to be improved, protected, and governed; 
the perfection of her of ro- 
enue-collecting; and, notably, the fact 
that, in the building-up of her civilization, and 
the establishing of the necessary governmental 
concomitants of civilized tastes and needs, she 
has distributed the taxable burdens of these 
over an era of 800 years; while all the vast labor 
and expense of reaching a nearly equal degree 
of perfection has, with us, been crowded into a 
space of 100 years. Those, however, who, with 
much show of reason, complain of the burdens 
of taxation under which they labor here, and of 
its undue pressure or unequal distribution, and 
look with longing eyes to foreign countries, 
especially England and ber colonies, for im-

Panis, HI., July 19.—In Saturdays Tribune

Yet 
we do not believe that the same number of 
American scientists, authors, inventors, or 
statesmen could go to England and command 
anything like the same attention. Verily, 
sporting hath taken a strong hold upon the 
British people when they exhaust their ad- 
miration on a few individuals who can out- 
shoot them. 


GREENBACKES AND NATIONAL BANK 
NOTES 


In answer to the claim put forward by 
nerly every demagogue Who favors an 
inflated national paper currency, that a re- 
tirement of the whole amount of the National 
Bank notes and the issue of an equal amount 
of greenbacks would save the country some 
twenty-two millions of dollars’ interest annu- 
ally, we suggested that the retirement of the 
bank circulation would not change the char- 
acter of the bonds, which would then be in 
the possession of the holders, and would 
continue to draw interest just the same. The 
mere act of prohibiting bank-note circulation 
would not, therefore, affect the question of 
interest on the bd in the least. The 
Chicago Times now comes to the aid of the 
platform of the Ohio Democracy, and insists 
that such a proceeding would be. not only 
advisable, but a large saving of interest. It 
lays down as true as a proposition in math- 
ematics” the following : 

The amount of National Bank notes, we will sup- 
pose, is 8050, 000, 00. If these notes were withdrawn, 
an equal amount of greenbacks could be issued with- 
out necessarily depreciating them at all, and these 
greenbacks would buy, in round numbers, $296,000,- 
000 of 6 per cent bonds, et present rates, and there 
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be a net saving of more than $14,000,000, This is as 
certain as the proposition that two and two make four. 

This proposition, as stated, would add 
$54,000,000 ta the national debt, which debt 
in time, when the Government gets through 
cheating the noteholders, would have to be 
put into the shape of bonds and bear inter- 
est; so that while payment of interest might 
be suspended for a time, it would not only 
have to be resumed on the bonds purchased 
but on the fifty-four millions of dollars extra 
debt created in the operation. Exactly where 
the saving would come in the Zines can ex- 
plain at its leisure. 

The difference between bank notes and 
greenbacks is a very simple but an important 
one. Assuming that the two kfnds of paper 
are equal in amount, we find the Government 
issuing one-half the currency which is irre- 
deemable at any time and in any form, while 
the other half is redeemable on demand in 
legal-tender. Coin has not ceased to be a 


withdrawn and greenbacks be issued, then 
the whole $700,000,000 of currency will be- 
come irredeemable in any form. But if the 
greenbacks were retired, the National Bank 
notes would become redeemable in coin, the 
only legal-tender of the country. That is the 
difference. Private capital alone can sustain 
paper currency at par with gold; it has 
done it in this country and is now doing it 
in other countries. fs we have repeatedly 
explained, it is not practicable for a 
Government to float vast amounts of 
paper not bearing interest at par. It 
has no business; it cannot employ 
its funds in loans and discounts ; it has no

debt must, in the end, be put in the form of 
interest-bearing. bonds ; and this is supposed 


to accomplish a large saving to the country ! 


But the question of retiring the bank-note 
circulation is one that is likely to settle itself. 
The aggregate circulation of bank notes is 
declining. The banks are surrendering it 
and taking their bonds. In this city the Na- 
tional Banks have, within two years, sur- 
rendered 60 per cent of their whole circula- 
tion, sold their bonds, and have added the 
proceeds to their capital and surplus. The 
issue of currency is not at present profitable ; 
the banks, which have to deposit an equiva- 
lent of $1.12 in coin for every dollar of their 
circulation, can make more money by trans- 
ferring their deposit to their own vaults and 
giving up a circulation so expensively pro- 
tected. Behind the bank notes is the obliga- 
tion of redemption, in coin it may be; be- 
hind the greenbacks there is no obligation of 
any kind to redeem at any time in anything. 
And the purposes of those who urge the with- 
drawal of all bank notes and the doubling of 
the greenback issues are opposed to the re- 
demption of the latter. They simply want 
perpetual wild-cat greenbacks; but if they 
had them they would be far from happy. 
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LADY FRANKLIN. 

Lady Jans Gairrira Fam is dead. 
Her long waiting and weary watching are 
ended. Through the darkness of the grave 
she has passed to that country where the 
mystery so long hidden in the frozen fast- 
nesses of the North has already been solved 
for her. Thirty years ago, on a bright May 
morning, Sir Jom Franxim set sail on his 
fatal voyage of discovery to the North Pole. 
His brave wife with her own hands had 
helped fit out the Terror and the Erebus, those 
vessels of ill-omened names, and her good- 
‘bye and words of encouragement were the 
last sounds he heard as he sailed away, never 
tofeturn. Years passed, and no news came 
from the North. Slowly and reluctantly the 
world came to the conclusi the gallant 
explorer was lost, —all but this devoted 
woman, whose faith and courage rose as all 
others gave up hope. She was not a woman 
to sit and wring her hands in mute de- 
spair or to waste ber life in hopeless 
mourning. Sir Joun was lost—then he must 
be found. She roused herself and roused 
others. Moved with admiration of her 
womanly courage and devotion, there were 
not wanting gallant knights, both in England 
and America, ready to answer her call to 
search for her absent lord throughout the 
silent regions of the Pole. Expedition after 
expedition sought faithfully, but the ice and 
snow refused to yield their secret. Five 
yeors passed, still the woman’s heart did not 
failher. She fitted out an expedition her- 
self, and it sailéd away with the blessing of 
her prayers, and freighted with the dearest 
wishes of her heart, only to retarn with the 
same melancholy tidings. Four more years 
passed, and Dr. Rea came back with the 
news that he had found some relics which 
demonstrated to the ‘satisfaction of the world 
that the Terror and the Erebus had been 
crushed in the icebergs and that the crew 
were lost. Still this brave-hearted woman 
did not give up hope.

A MODEL TARIFF. 

The Chicago Tunes insists that it is possi- 
ble to frame a tariff imposing duties upon im- 
ported articles of a kind produced in this 
country that will not be protective; at least 
that is what we understand it says, for it is 
blightly contradictory and obscure in its as- 
sertions, as may be seen in the followin? 
statements: 


Tux Carcaco Tumor still insists upon a tariff for 
revenue with incidental protection. It insists that 
there can be no duty levied upon any imported article 
of akind produced in this country that is not proteo- 
tive in some degree. And th u russ.. 

Taz Taro says that taxation for any other 
pose ‘than to obtain revenue is robbery. “ Bat if in 
levying such ataxon imports as will produce the 
largest amount ef revenue any person shall be inci- 
dentally, or as & consequence, benefited in his own 
business, that furnishes no objection to the tax.“ 

The Times does not subscribe to the doctrine that 
incidental benefits to private individuals furnish no 


objection toatax. .. . 
There is no real ajfficulty in adjusting the taxes 80 


that they shall yield revenue without benefiting private 
persona, either incidentally or otherwise, and that is 
exactly what should be done. 


While it is admitted that Taz Tambon is 
correct in asserting that no tax can be Jevied 
upon imported goods such as are produced in 
this country without necessarily affording 
protection to home-manufacturers, it is in- 
sisted by the Zimes that it is possible to 
adjust the tariff so that it will yield sufficient 
revenue without benefiting manufacturers or 
other persons incidentally or otherwise. 

We are of course willing to accept such a 
tariff the moment itis produced. That would 
be the very perfection of tariffs,—the long- 
sought and never found. Great Britain has 
been seeking that kind of a tariff for many 
years, but has not yet discovered it. She has 
never been able to produce enough tariff rev- 
enue (and she needs less than do the United 
States) without taxing articles of a kind pro- 
duced at home. One of the items in her 
tariff from which she obtains nearly one-third 
of her revenue is tobacco, an American pro- 
duction, and one which would have to be ex- 
cluded from any tariff in this country so 
framed as to afford not even incidental pro- 
tection. 

We suggested a tariff the other day framed 
so as to produce the greatest possible revenue 
with the least possible taxation, direct or in- 
direct. We showed that from tea, coffee, 
spices, and one or two other products not 
produced in this country, and from sugar and 
tobaceo, one-half the needed revenue could 
be collected; while with a moderate tax of 20 
per cent on some of the textile fabrics and 
some other classes of goods, the whole 
amount of revenue needed from customs 
could be obtained, relieving the country of 
over two hundred millions and more of pro- 
tective tax which goes into the pockets of 
special classes. If, however, the Times can 
frame a tariff which will produce the revenue 
needed, and afford no protection, incidental 
or otherwise, let the desired document be 
produced. The world will greet it with wel- 
come, and mankind will bless the author. 
Will the Times publish its tariff,—the tariff 
that will produce sufficient revenue, and at 
the same time neither protect nor benefit 


any person? 


A JUDICIAL SENSATION, 

The Twin case is far-reaching in its ef- 
fects. It now looks as though it will yet be 
made the pretext for impeaching the New 
York Court of Appeals, the highest judicial 
tribunal of the State. Unless this course 
were meditated, we can scarcely imagine that 
Mr. CALA O’Conor, who practices largely 
before that Court, would come out, as he has 


done, with a scathing review of the recent | 


opinion which released Twzep from Black- 
well’s Island. Mr. O’Conorn handles the 
Court without gloves, and in a manner alto- 
gether startling when we remember that it is 
a practicing attorney who thus arraigns the 
highest Court in his State. Mr. O’Conon’s 


arraignment is in the shape of a reply to 


Judge Noau Davis, who addressed him a let- 
ter on the subject; but it is very evident that 
the correspondence was preconcerted.

Mr. O'Conor is not satisfied with 

the decision of Judge Davis, but he impugns 
the motives of the Judges in the Court of 
Appeals. He denounces the action of the 
Court in all the Ring suits which have been 
brought before them, and says that, as against 
Twp, the weapons devised by the people's 
advocates were vain and hurtless. Recount- 
ing the decisions of the Court of Appeals in 
their order, he says: ‘‘This was the pecula- 
tors’ first triumph”; then again: “It was 
the second triumph of peculation”; the third 
and last is similarly characterized. He even 
impugns the personal motives of 
Chief Judge Cavuncs, relative to 
Gov. Tuns nomination. ‘A glance 
at the names, says Mr. O’Conor, that, 
during the preliminary canvass,,came into 
notice as his rivals for nomination to the Ex- 
excutive chair would be suggestive of perti- 
nent inquiries.” This means, if it means 
anything, that as Mr. Ton was active in 
the prosecution of the IW Ring, and was 
elected Governor after being nominated by a 
party before which Judge Cuvacu had been a 
candidate, the latter took this means of aveng- 
ing himself. 

This is certainly a very unusual and re- 
markable letter for an attorney to publish 
about the supreme judicial authority of the 
State. It evidently portends an effort to se- 
cure the impeachment of the Court. Indeed, 
Mr. O’Conor refers to 3 renewal of the im- 
peachment of Judges, and adds significantly 
that thirty-two Senators, constituting four- 
fifths of the Court of Impeachment, are to be 
elected soon. If it comes to this, there will 
be very lively times in New York.

Rela tive to the order of the Board of Pub- 
lic Works changing the numbers on Wabash 
avenue, the Board explains that it could not 
do otherwise because the Council had tacked 
on River street’ (a short street which has ex- 
isted for years, and runs from South Water 
street to Rush street bridge) to Wabash av- 
enue, thus necessitating a renumbering of 
the entire street in order to begin the num- 


bers from Rush street bridge. There have 


also been many complaints from persons 
building twenty-feet houses on the south end 
of the avenue at being obliged to take an oc- 


casional half-number. The action of the 


Council seems to necessitate the action of the 
Board of Public Works, which they took re- 
luctantly, and for the present they have or- 
dered a change of numbers south of Twenty- 
sixth street only. We fancy, however, that 
they will find as much resistance to the 
change as there was to the few half-numbers 
necessary. It has been necessitated 
by official short-sightedness, though the fault 
does not lie with the present Board of Public 
Works; and, with 2,000 numbers on the ave- 
nue and the necessity of changing the painted 
and raised numbers on windows and doors, 
the aggregate cost to the residents will not be 
less than $5,000,—a pretty heavy penalty to 
pay for changing the name of River street 
(which served every purpose, as the diagonal 
strip is really a different street) to that of 
Wabash avenue.

London 1s stiff disturbed as to what to do with 
Dr. KAI. A correspondent writes that 
the disbarred Sergeant is better off than ever 
before, because of the profits on his Znglish- 
man, whieli has a vast circulation. This it ob- 
tains by its outrageous assaults on divers public 
men, particularly Lord Chief-Justice CocxsuvRn. 
The Doctor would be prosecuted for libel by 
Cocxsunn but that the latter’s private life has 
been of such sort as will not bear exposure in 
the courts. A criminal prosecution on behalf 
of the Crown has been discussed, but 
that would make a martyr of KE£NEALLY, 
and he has already been made a martyr 
in the matter of being disbarred. It is now 
proposed to arraigu him before the House 
of Commons for breach of privilege in savagely 
criticising his fellow-members through the col- 
umns of bis paper. That, too, would be adding 
to his martyrdom, and but endear him to his 
constituents. So the vexed question what to do 
with KENEALLY remains to torment the folks 
he torments, while he goes on berating them 
more than ever, aud making money by it, too. 


While the Philadelphians are rejoicing over 
the progress of work on the Centennial Exbibi- 
tion building, and at the fact that over three 
millions have already been raised for forwarding 
the work, the New York Tribune throws cold 
water on the enterprise by demonstrating mos:

Wasninocron, D. C., July 19.—The Evening 
Star says: We learn upon good authority to- 
day that the President has recalled his request 
for the resignation of Judge Fisher, and that 
that gentleman will continue as United States 
Attorney for this District. We under- 
stand that the President found nothing 
affecting the integrity or ability of Judge 
Fisher, but, on the other hand, has received 
mauy warm indorsements and requests for his 
retention from the Judges of the Court and lead- 
ing members of the Bar: It is admitted that ob- 


jections exist in regard to the personnel of the 


office, but Judge Fisher proposes to remove all 
ground of complaint on that score by a complete 
reorganization, and the appointment of an 
assistant or asssstants, who shail be entirely 
acceptable to tne public. His former as-istant, 
Mr. Harrington, won an enviable reputation as a 
public prosecutor, and if Judge Fisher is 
able now to find a successor of 
equal capacity and energy it is not too much to 
say that it would greatly add to the administra- 
tion of justice in the District.” The announce- 
ment that the President bas decided to retain 
United States District-Attorney Fisher has caused 
great excitement in Cabinet circles.

ward by buoyant advices from Europe, and other 
markets worked upward in sympathy. But there were 
home influences at work in the same direction, The 
floods in Europe have been accompanied by similar 
visitations over very wide areas in the Northwest, and 
the natural inference is that the production of the 
whole cereal producing world will be much less than 
the average. Russia, Prussia, France, England, and 
the United States, have all suffered from tbe 
rain, in addition to our own losses by 
grasshoppers and the army worm. Hence greater 
confidence in the future of prices, which 
extends even to provisions. A brisk demand 
for shipment has sprung up, chiefly for wheat, but to 
a less extent for corn and provisions, and the home 
talent which has governed things so long is naturally 
excited over the prospect, Even lake freights have 
experienced a stiffening, wheat to Buffalo being 
quoted at 2e per bu. N 

The movemrnt in dry goods was light in the aggre- 
gate, orders being comiparatively few and generally 
for small amounts, just to “freshen” stocks, No 
important price changes were noted. There was a 
fair distribution of groceries at Saturday's quotations. 
Sugars, sirups, rice, coffees, and teas were held firmly. 
In the dried fruit market there was the quiet usually 
prevalent at this stage of the season, and values were 
subjected to no quotable variation, The demand for 
fish continues good, There is a steady 
movement on interior accout and «a fair m- 
guiry from local consumers, There was & 
reasonably active demand for butter at fully late 
prices. Cheese was quiet and firm, is meet- 
ing with increased attention, and the market displays 
mereased strength. Coal aud wood remain firm, The 


demand for oils continues moderate. Prices remain 


as before, except for turpentine, which is le lower. 

The demand for lumber was fair at the yards and 
mogerate at the docks. A large fleet was in port, and 
buyers were rather backward in making their appear- 
ance, but the market was steady, and a good many car- 
goes changed hands during the day, Yard prices were 
unaltered. Building materials were active, 
and with few exceptions lower, owing 
to competition between sellers, The average 
price fer common brick is $5.50 per m, and for lime 
700 per brl in bulk. The wool market was dull and 
weak. Buyers and sellers are about as far apart 
as ever, and the trading is confined to small lots 
which are needed for immediate use.

The Board of Public Works yesterday opened 
bids for the laying of water-service in various 
streets in the West Division. No contract has 
yet been awarded.

The increasing demaod for “antique furni- 
tare” has, says Consul Smallwood in his recent 
commercial report on Venice for the last year, 
started a new feature of Venetian industry, pear- 
wood and bone being successfully substituted 
for ebony and ivory. A desler in antiquities, 
and now the manufacturer of these imitations, 
has formed a school of workmen, whom he fur- 
nishes with desigus and models. The pupils 
have succeeded in producing such admirable 
counterfeits that their master has thrown off the 
mask, priding himself in the avowed imitations 
of that which would have passed for the cinque- 
cento with all but the most experienced connois- 
seurs. The English are encouraging this trade 
on a large scale, and some of the oldest firms for 
antiquities have adopted the * imitation busi- 
ness. There bas also been a revival of the man- 
ufacture of ancient brocade tapestry at Venice. 
This fabric existed before that of Lyons, and 
was then patronized by the Doges for gifts to 
Eastern potentates, at which time no fewer than 
14,000 hands were employed. Some of thestuffs 
were of extraordinary texture and beauty; but 
the secret of the rarest is lost and died with the 
inventors. An endeavor is now being made to 
recover some of its spleudor. The Princess Dol- 
gorouky bas been supplied with a brocaded ta- 
pestry worthy of its past fame, and members of 
the Royal house are being furnished with some 
of its richest patterns.

A Peruvian Liberal.

The American Riflemen Carry Off 
More Prizes at Wimbledon. 


They Decline to Compete for the Elcho 


Shield Under the Proposed Con- 
ditions. ; 
Englishmen Astonished at the Remarka- 
ble Excellence Attained by Their 
Visitors. 


Incidents of the Closing Matches in Ire- 
land— The Dublin Fetes. 


SHOOTING AT WIMBLEDON. 

Loxpor, July 19.—Mitchell, an Englishman, 
also tied Fulton, the American, in the shooting 
for the St. Leger stakes at Wimbledon on Satur- 
day. : 

Latern—The ties of Saturday at Wimbledon 
for the St. Leger sweepstakes were shot off to- 
day, and Fulton, of the Americans, won; Mitchell 
second, and John Rigby third. 

The shooting for the Albert prizes is taking 
place to-day at Wimbledon. The ranges are 200, 
600, und 900 yards. The shooting at the first 
two langes is finished, and the scores show that 
Gildersieeve is two ahead, having made 68 out 
of a possible 70 at the first range. Gildersieeve, 
Fulton, aod Coleman, of the Americans, each 
made 34 points out of a possible 35. while Ham- 
ilton, Petty, Wyatt, Greenhiil, and Rigby (the 
latter two of the Irish eight) made 35 pointe. As 
the second range, only Greenhill and Rigby 
maintained close competition with the Amer- 
icaus, scoring 32 points each. 

LarER.— Ihe contest for the Albert prizes was 
finished this afternoon, 
the first prize, scoring 98 out of a possible 105, 
and Col. Gildersieeve took the second prize with 
a score of 92. 

LORDS vs. COMMONS. 

In the match between the House of Lords and 
House of Commons the range was 500 yards, 
The Commons won, making 313 points, against

75.

THE AMERICAN RIFLEMEN IN IRELAND—CLOSE OF 
THE DUBLIN FETES. 
New York eu d. 

Dustirm, July 4.—The important event of 
Wednesday was the winniwg, among the All 
Comers’ prizes, of the Spencer cup by Capt. 
Coleman, of the American rifle team. This is a 
cup given annually in hover pf Earl Spencer, 
late rd Lieutenant of Ireland, and Coleman 
distinguished himself by making the highest 
score ever made for i.—47 out of a possiule 50 
points. Ool. Gildersleeve also won a silver cup 
in the shooting on Wednesday. The auaual 
competition for the noted Abercorn cup oconrred 
on Thursday and Friday, and in this the A meri- 
cans particivated very extensively. This sup is 
the umth annual cup presented by the Dike of 
Abercora, and on this occasion three additional 
prises were offered to the three Americans 
making the bighest scores in the competition 
for the coo. These prizes were carried off by 
Fulton, who won the first,a 25 guinea silver 
cup; Gildersieeve second, a Lord Bury teles- 
cope ; and Bodine third,a field glass. John 
Rigby, the emineat gun- maker, who is undoubt- 
ediy the best rifle-shot im ali Ireland, won the 
Abercorn cup, but, as he had had it once before, 
it went to Mr. Johnson, a member of the Irish 
team beaten on Tuesday. Rigby on a windy day 
made 200 points out of a possible 220, which is 
very remarkable; Pollock ina clear day making 
205. and Gildersleeve 197, out of the same pos- 
sible number. It was curious to note that 
Gildersleeve, Fulton, and Bodine’s scores were 
generally close together, although the three 
shot separately. all in different targets and 
without material advice or counsel. At the end 
of two days, duriog which there were fifty com- 
petitors, Fulton's score was 871, Giider- 
sleeve’s 369, and Bodine’s 364. Dakin, who 
has been jubilaut since it was decided that he 
made the highest score in the grand internation- 
al match, did not shoot fer the Abercorn cup. 
On the first day of the competition fur that cup 
the Americans, substituting Bruce for Dakin, 
beat by ten points the same Irish six op to 
them in the international match on Tuesday, and 
this was on the new Wimbledon target. 

The great struggle ou Saturday for the pesses- 
sion of the All Ireland Challenge Shield narrow- 
ly escaped termination in victery for the Ameri- 
cans. It was competed for by four men from the 
Dublin Shooting Club, four from the Ulster 
Club, of Belfast, and four from the American 
team. The Belfast riflemen were left out of 
sight by the Americans, and had it not been for 
one or two unfortanate shots just at the finish of 
the 1,100-yards range, the shield might, indeed, 
have been exuuibited oo Broadway. This chal- 
lenge shield was contested for by Giidersleeve, 
Fulton, Bodine, aud Dakin, ou the American 
side; by by, Jobuson.Pullock, and Hamilton, 
of the Dublin Shooting Club; aud by Fulton, 
Walkington, Wilson, and Lee,, of Belfast. The 
Americans really entered iu the match from a 
sense of dutv. and took comparatively shght in- 
terest in it. The team was in bad form, and its 
shooting at 1,000 yards was much below ite aver- 
age. hen the contest at that distauce was 
closed, and it was found that the Dublin Club 
was thirgfy-five and the Belfast people thirteen 
points abead of the Americans, our men went at 
work iv earnest. At 1.400 yards their shooting 
was magnificent. and they twenty-five 
points on the Dublin team, but did not quits 
succeed in winning a victory. Bodine, # — in 
this match shot badly at 1,000, made one of the 
finest scores ever achieved at 1,100 yards. Pul- 
ton came first in the aggregate score with 145, 
Gildersleeve next, with 141; Bodine made 140 
and Dakin 133. 

Another interesting incident of the Saturday's 
shooting was the match for the ion of 
the goid medal offered by Mr. George Wilkes,

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CARDINAL McCLOSKEY. 


Hits Journey to BRome—Description of 
the Ceremonies Which Willi Proba- 
biy Take Place on His Arrival. 

New York Tribune, 

Cardinal McCloskey will sail for Europe on 
Saturday, Aug. 7, by the steamer Pereire of tne 
Frguch Traosatiantio Line. On arriving at 
Havre, the Cardinal will proceed immediately to 
Rome, to assist at the Consistory which will take 
place in September, and to receive bis title as 
Cardinal-priest of the Holy Roman Church, 

When a new Cardinal is created, he is ap- 
pointed titularly to one of the churches in Rome. 
The Pope alone has power to confer this title, 
which is one of the insignia of the Cardinalate. 
The ceremony which accompanies the conferrin 
of the title is very solemu, and, when carri 
out in fail, a very complicated one. A secret 
Conaistory of the College of Cardinals, at which 
the Se is first of all heldin the Aula 
Apostolica in the Vatican, All the Cardinals 
who are in Rome on that day will assemble in 
the Vatican at an early hour of the morn- 
ing. They will be dressed in thew robes 
of office, and each one wil be attended 
4 2 chaplains, The Pope will enter the Hall 
first, and the Cardivals,—among them Cardiual 
McCloskey,—in the order of their dignity, will 
follow. ‘ihe Pope will take his seat on the 
throne, and the Oardinals remain standing. 
The Holy Father will then bid the newly-pro- 
moted Cardinal to approach; ares the 
Master of Ceremonies will cond Cardinal 
McCloskey to the Pope, who will address him on 
the nature and dignity of the Cardmalate. 
Then, approaching the throne, the Cardinal will 
gerutlect, kiss the Pope’s toe, afterward his 
hands, and flaally will be embraced by the Holy 
Father. The Master of Ceremonies will next 
lead the Cardinal back to the body of bis breth- 
ren in rank, each of whom will receive him with 
the kiss of peace. 

lf the regular order of the Consistory is car- 
ried out, Cardinal McCloskey, alter having re-
